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Harriman Tannery Trial Continues 


The Harriman trial, so called) now 
in East Cambridge court, before 
Judge Frank S.,Murray, will un- 
doubtedly rank as the trial of the 
decade, in Wilmington. It opened 
Monday morning, after having been 
delayed several days, so as to open 
on the first court day of the month: 


The trial is. an appeal of the 
present management of the CS. 
Harriman & Son tannery, in North 
Wilmington, against the ruling of 
the State Department of Health, 
that the tafinery must cease opera- 
tions on October. 31st. As such, the 
Harriman interests are the plam- 
tiff, and the defendent is the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

The Harriman interests are rep- 
resented by Attorney Philip B. Buz- 
zell, one of the executors of the 
estate of the late Caleb S. Harriman, 
and with him is his associate, Jos- 
eph P. Healey, a former professor 
of Boston University. Representing 
the state is Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Fred Fishers and Atty. James 
Henchey, of Woburn is represent- 
ing a group of North Wilmington 
citizens, who were instrumental in 
getting the State Department of 
Health to act on the case.

March 30th without protest of any 
kind.

CHICKEN-CRANBERRY 
BARBECUES ARE OLD 
INDIAN CUSTOM 


No one is sure when Indian Brave 
ate the first cranberry but early 
Chicken-Cranberry Barbecues at 
Harvest Time are a matter of rec- 
ord. They first took place hundreds 
of years ago off the southern shores 
of Cape Cod, Massachusetts on an 
island now well-known to vacation- 
ists as Martha’s Vineyard. 

When the Indian Summer sun 
warmed the brisk sea air and 
deepened the color of cranberries 
to a ripe ruby red, the island nat- 
ives gathered at Gay Head and made 
their camp on dry sand or patches 
of sward between the marshes. They 
came to harvest the fruit and store 
it for that winter ahead, but they 
also came to test their skill in games 
and contests and to praise the Great 
Spirit for a bountiful crop. Fires 
burned bright outside their teepees 
for a week, giving off a pungent 
odor of crisping chicken as Indian 
squaws readied the first Chicken 
-Cranberry Barbecues. 

Tt was a festival that Gay Head 
Indians never missed and to this 
day, they temporarily put away 
their adopted civilization to, turn 
again to the traditions of their an- 
cestors. 

‘A Gay Head Indian needs only 
to take a deep breath of brisk, 
salty air, and a speculative glance 
at the sun to know when the ber- 
ries are ready to be picked. When 
the time comes schools close, shops 
shut down and young and old join

the trek to the marshes, They have 
discarded their feathers and they 
talk in the tongue of their white 
brothers, but the ancient tradition 
calls to them like the beat of tribal 
drums, giving their steps direction 
and the cautious, catlike grace of 
their forefathers. 

Gay Head's population is made 
up almost entirely of Indians. They 
fish, farm, trap lobster, and make 
pottery from the colored clays of 
the great cliffs. Gay Head was once 


an Indian Reservation but as early! 


as 1870, at the request of the cit- 
izens, it became a township. The 
Indians who live there are educated, 


progressive people with neat homes | 


and well run schools, Even though 
many of them now have cultivated 
cranberry bogs of their own, they 
still keep the areas where cranber- 
ries grow wild common ground so 
that everyone may share in the 
harvest and days of festival. This 
marshland is one of,a few remain- 
ing places where New Englanders 
may claim the old “right of com- 
monage,” the right to make salt, 
hay, graze cattle, cut wood or pick 
cranberries. 

When the national Cranberry 
Festival is held each fall at the Ed- 
aville Cranberry plantation in South 
Carver, Massachusetts, the old In- 
dian custom of eating barbecued 
chicken and cranberries is enjoy- 
ed. Visitors to Cranberry land sit 
under the pines within smelling 
distance of the huge charcoal pit 
where thousands of chickens are

SCHOOL ACCOMODATION 
COMMITTEE GIVEN 
FUTURE FIGURES 
Clifford Good, Superintend- 
ent of Schools, at the Monday 
night meeting of the Additional 
School Accomodations commit- 
tee, told the committee that Wi 
n will probably have an 
enrollment of 3,137 pupils in 
1958, judging by the present 
trend, of the last five years. 
Good broke this down to fi- 
gures that showed 1061 pupils 
in grades 7 to 12, who would 
have to be accomodated in the 
High School, after it has been 
Jenlarged, and +2076 pupils in 
grades 1 to 6. 
These figures would show 
that Wilmington will need 69 
classrooms, for the first 6 grades, 
in 1958, Good stated, which will 
be 21 classrooms more than we 
will have in Wilmington, when 
the present building on Wild- 
wood street is completed. This 
would indicate that at least one 
more grammer school will be 
needed before 1958, in addition 
to the Wildwood school, and the 
addition to the High School. 
Good told the committee that 
his figures, of course, had a mar- 
gin of error, possibly as large as 
nine rooms, but this would still 
leave the town in a position 
where another school will be ab- 
solutely necessary.

Testimony then centered around 
some letters which Harriman identi- 
fied; which had passed between the 
tannery and the State Board of 
Health. The letters were about the 
improvement. of the settling tanks.

ing tank and the filter beds? 
“Right!” Harriman testified that 
there were eight beds; which should 
be used alternately, Fisher held out 
at some length, to show that the 
beds were not being alternated 
which Harriman contested. “ 

Harriman said that the State 
Board of Health had made sugges- 
tions about thé possible use of 
sludge, for other purposes, which 
the tannery had welcomed, and that 
“They wrote to us to the effect that 
in view of the fact that sewage is 
coming to Wilmington in perhaps 
four years they would let us carry

Harriman admitted to odors about 
the plant, and that they were stron- 
ger at night, that they could be 
smelled a quarter of a mile away, 
and more so in wet weather. 

After a ten minute recess, Har- 
riman resumed the stand, at the re- 
quest of Buzzell.

The late M. Har- 
riman had installed these, at the 
suggestion of the state Board o 
Health, and the cost of installa 
tion came to $29,890.62, including 
about $10,000 for the screen. 

In 1916, Deming said, he had 
worked part of the time as a’ book- 


keeper, and part of the time as a 
checker: but about 20. years ago 
it was all office work, and had been 


so ever since. He cited the operating 
loss of the tannery, in 1951, as $29,- 
566.24, and in 1952 as $3101.5

CONSTRUCTION STARTS 
ON NEW BRIDGE 


OVER MARTIN’S BROOK 

Martin's Brook, running from 
Salem street, North Wilmington 
towards North Reading, is dry, 
as work has started on the ex- 
tension of the Salem street 
bridge, over the brook. 

Part of the $12,000 project, to 
widen Salem street, part of route 
62, under Chapter 90 Funds, the 
widening of the bridge was start- 
ed during the last week. WI 
completed, the bridge will be 
fourteen feet wider than the 
present structure. Cost is estit- 
mated at $4,000. 

Concrete footings are bein, 
poured, into what was the 
and bank of the brook, prepara- 
tory to building the bridge. The 
brook has been shut off by mak- 
ing a dam in the old railroad 
bed of the Salem and Lowell 
railroad, and pumping what 
water does come through back 
to the other side of the dam, 
and into what was formerly the 
mill pond, for the old Nod Mill, 
originally constructed in 1695. 

Superintendent of Highways, 
Jimmy White, of Wilmington has 
pointed out that the time is ideal 
for this work, because of the 
long summer drought. The gaso- 
line pump that is keeping the 
brook dry is able to do so with 
only a two and one half inch 
hose, at low~ pressure,

That is how the name Beacon 
| Hill came about. 
In the House of Representa- 
tives there are 240 members. The 
majority is generally about two 
or three, more on one side, than 
the other, but this year there are 
six more Republicans than Dem- 
ocrats, Outside of voting or de- 
bate, no one could tell who was 
a Republican or who was a 
Democrat. It is not like Wash- 
ington, where the Republicans 
and the Democrats each have 
their own lobby. Here, we know 
each other by the first name. 1 
have heard instances in Wash- 
ington where they didn’t know 
each other at all. 
The Speaker is elected to rule 
the House. He is always on the 
|majority side. Last year it was a 
Democrat, Bob lurphy. This 
year it is a Republican, Charles 
Gibbons. There was, however, a 
division of opinion on the Deino- 
crat side, this year. Some of the 
Democrats did not agree with 
others, and they did not vote, 
merely saying “Present”. Bob 
Murphy automatically became 
the Floor Leader for the Demo- 
crats. The Floor Leaders, and 
the Speaker, have to know the 
House Rules thoroughly. There 
are 105 House Rules, which we 
must know, and there are 15 or 
20 of them that are so important 
that if you don’t know them you 
had better just stay seated, or 
you will find yourself in hot 
water. 
We have very definite rules of 
proceedure. If you wish to speak, 
and someone else has the fi 
you stand up. The Speaker (Gi 
bons) will then say, “For what 
purpose does the gentleman 
rise?” You will then say “Does 
the gentleman yield,” meaning 
the representative who has the 
floor. He may or may not, but 
he generally does, and if he does, 


|then you have the floor. You 


may take the microphone, or 
speak from your seat, if it is 


jbrief. Then you sit down, aud 


the Speaker returns the floor to 
the gentleman who was speak: 
ing. This is done quite frequent- 
ly, and some of the times it is 
|for the purpose of interrupting 
|the man who has the floor, so 
jas to get him off his subject. 

If you should come into the 
House, you would see a number 
of men talking in groups, not 
paying any attention to the per- 
son on the floor. That is because 
everyone has made up his mind 
how he is going to vote, and 
knows pretty well what the 
talk is about anyway. In the be- 
ginning of the season each mem- 
ber is given a book, with every 
bill in it. 

Every bill has been allotted to 
a certain committee. Members of 
the committees are allotted by 
the Speaker. Perhaps you may 
have wanted to be on a certain 
committee, but the Speaker is

he one who says what. con.! 
tee you will serve on. There are 
sometimes some’ soreheads who 
feel that they should have been 
on certain committees, but it 
doesn’t do them any good. 

The Speaker Ly pe a floor 
leader, and a whip, for his side, 
ana the other side has a floor 
feader and a whip. The whip goes 
around and iries to get the men 
in his party to vote accordiag to 
the party voie. If you don't vote 
according to the party stand. you 
hear from the whip. | always 
vote according .o the way I 
think I shouid vute, and I some- 
times hear from the whip. 

On every bill there is ny vot- 
ing until every man has had a 
chance to speak, with the eacep- 
tuon of eerluin bills on which 
there is a time limit. There is 
often a lot of amendments to a 
bill, sometimes only one or two, 
but every amendment is con 
sidered, no matter how foolish 
it may sound. A member may 
talk as long as he wants to. 

Voting is tv roll. call. ‘fhe 
Clerk of the House calls the 
roll, and the members respond. 
The Clerk o: the House, inci- 
dently, has been there for thirty 
years, and the Speaker, no mat- 
ter what his politics, never 
makes a ruling without consult- 
ing the Cler«. The Speaker 
gives the ruling, but everyone 
knows it is the Clerk, and it is 
accepted by both sides. There 
were only two exceptions, last 
year, and in both cases the rul- 
ings were correct, loll calls al- 
ways uphold the rulings. The 
Clerk has an alphabetical list 
of the members, and in roll call 
the members answer “Aye” or 
“Nay.” 

Every white race is represent- 
ed in the House of Represent 
tives, and we have one Negro, a 
very highly respected man. 
There are two blind men, and a 
man named Green, who has serv- 
ed six years, always in the oppo- 
sition. When the Democrats had 
the majority, he had run and got 
elected as a Republican. Now 
that there are more Republicans, 
he switched to the Democratic 
side, and was elected again. 

Some men get up to talk, just 
so they can get their name in 
their home town paper, but we 
know what it is, and we don’t 
listen to it. From other members 
there is an absolute silence. 
When these men get up to. speak 
they are listened to. Some talk- 
ers waste hours of time, though. 

We have a daily Journal which 
is printed every day with a com- 
plete record of the events yester- 
day, as to voting. We do not 
have and filibustering in the 
sense accepted in Washington. 
If a man wants to talk we let 
him talk, and he soon gets tired. 
All lobbyists are registered, 


and they must stay in the lobby. 
They cannot come into the place 
that is set aside for the Repre- 
sentatives. They haven't bother- 
ed me very much—at least I 
have never had an invitation to 
dinner, or to the barrooms. You 
read about it in the papers, but 
I have never seen it. 

Most of the legislatures are 
top quality men, and they do a 
good job, everything considered.

Adult Evening School will offer 
a course in Driver Education, 
with enrollment being offered 
tomorrow night, in the high 
school cafeteria. No more than 
25’ persons without driver ex- 
perience will be enrolled, 
that it will be a case of first 
come-first served. Enrollment fee 
will be $15. A total of 40 persons 
can be accomodated in this class, 
15 ‘of these being persons inte:

In a letter sent out on 
October Ist, the subject was thoro- 
ughly explored. The letter follows: 

During the past two months my 
office has been practically inundated 
with a veritable barrage of lettefs, 
telephone calls, and individuals ap- 
pearing in person concerning the 
effect of the 1950 change in the law 
relating to the transportation of 
school children, especially private 
school children, so I am issuing 
this release in lieu of countless in- 
dividual answers: 

Almost, without exception it is re- 
quested that we “officially rule” on 
the individual case in accordance 
with the factors presented: and this 
is to state clearly that the department 
is not authorized to issue ‘official 
rulings” on this subject as the vital 
statute relating thereto, Gen- 
eral Laws, chapter 76, se 1, 
as amended by chapter 400 of 1950 
does not provide for such “official 
ruling” or determination by the De- 
partment of Education. On the oth- 
ee hand, a persual of General Laws, 
chapter 76, section 1, (the funda- 
mental and basic statute concerning 
school attendance) will disclose that 
the administration of the same is 
plainly and clearly that of the 
focal school committee and no one 
else. Note particularly the following 
excerpt therefrom :- 

“The school committee of each 
town shall provide for and enforce

tion of General Laws, chapter 76, 
section 1, which was added by chap- 
ter 400 of the Acts of 1950, it should 
seek an official ruling from the 
corporation counsel, city solicitor: or 
town counsel, whose opinion is con- 
trolling unless and until such opin- 
is subsequently affected by court 
decision. 

However, because the department 
realizes that many of the smaller 
municipalities may be without town 
counsel, we are perfectly willing, as 
is our custom under our general 
advisory powers, to offer advise by 
way of guidance to such school of- 
ficials with the clear understanding, 
however, that such does not pur- 
port to be controlling. 

Therefore, let me review briefly 
the recent statutory history of the 
acts relating to the transportation 
of school children (public and pri- 
vate). You will recall that pre- 
vious to 1936 the statutes provided 
for the transportation of public 
school children solely; - that the 
General Court at that time enacted 
chapter 390 of the Acts of 1936, 
which amended General Laws, Chap- 
ter 40, section 5, clause 2, and that 
said amendment added to clause 2

In 1950 the General Court decided 
to make certain changes in the law 
and did so by two enactments dur- 
ing that session; viz, chapters 400 
and 478, One of these: viz., chapter 
1478 of 1950 struck out of General 
Laws chapter 40, section 5, clause 2, 
the above language which was add- 
ed by chapter 390 of the Acts ot 
1936 so that chapter 40, section 5 
no longer contained the above-men- 
tioned provision for transportation 
of private school pupils, However, 
the other enactment, ie. chapter 
400 of 1950 did create the new en- 
actment providing for private school 
transportation instead of placing 
{said provision in chapter 40, section 
'5, chose to make the addition an 
integral part of General Laws, chap- 
ter 76, section 1, by the addition 
therein of the following language :-- 
\“And in order to protect children 
from the hazards of traffic and pro- 
mote their safety, cities and towns 
may appropriate money for con- 
veying pupils to and from any 
schools approved under this sec-
